JO H NSO N’S VICTORY, 


T h e signal victory of Hiram Johnson, the Liucoln-Roose- 
velt league candidate, in winning the republican nomination 
for governor, and carryin g nearly a ll the candidates of that 
faction with him, w ill be variously interpreted. 
B y some it 
w ill be taken as of more significance from a national than 
a local standpoint. 
T h e republican faction known as insur­ 
gents will claim that the result of the primaries m ust be ac­ 
cepted as an indorsement of their views. 
Indeed, this is the 
gen erally accepted interpretation that is spread throughout 
the country outside of California. 
It is healded as a decided 
g ain for the opposition to Taftism , Cannonism and the pres­ 
ent tariff schedule. 
W e cannot take it to mean an yth in g of 
the kind. 
The nom ination of Joh n son ' was secured on state 
issu es. 
National politics had little to do with it. 
Johnson 
pleaded for support on the anti-railroad cry, 
“ K ick H errin 
and the Southern Pacific company out of control of the state 
governm ent, and restore the control to the people where it 
rig h tfu lly belongs.” 
T h is was the cam paign argum ent that 
turned the trick. 
T h e farmers and orchardists, who realize 
but a scant profit on their products, were w illing enough to at­ 
tribute the cause in a measure to the railroad corporation, 
and were swept to the support of Joh n son in the hope of ob­ 
tain in g some relief. 
W hen this elem ent was reinforced by 
the Lincoln-Roosevelt league, or insurgents proper, it was 
stron g enough to capture the nom ination from the divided 
forces of the other candidates. 
On th is particular anti-rail- 
railroad issue Johnson proved far stronger than the political 
organization behind him . 
T h is is shown by the fact that 
w hile the head of the ticket won out by a big p lu rality, the 
other candidates had all they could do to pull out with a 
bare plurality, and in one or two instances were defeated. 
T h e outcome can o n ly be accepted as decisive on the propo­ 
sition of cutting loose from alleged railroad domination. 
A ll 
other debateable points are in abeyance. W e do not believe the 
ascendant faction is desirous of forcing any other issue to the 
front ju st now. 
T h ere is little difference as regards state 
policies between H iram Johnson and Theodore B e ll, his 
democratic opponent for the governorship. 
There is not the 
least excuse for republicans to vote for Bell, and very little 
reason for the thousands of democrats who registered as re­ 
publicans to aid in the nomination of Johnson going back to 


the democratic camp.

A n ordinance is befor° the city trustees of Jackson which 
proposes radical changes in the retail liquor license. 
It is 
proposed to lim it the number of saloons within the city 
lim its to twenty. 
T h is is to be brought about by refusin g 
to issue a permit to reopen a saloon after it has suspended 
or gone cut of business. 
It proposes to vest the saloon li­ 
cense in the proprietor, and not in the premises where the 
business is conducted, as the law now provides. T he vicious­ 
ness of this will, be realized when we state that this would 
enable a renter, on a n y pretext whatever, vacating one loca­ 
tion and packing h is license with him to another. 
Ju st 
fancy property holders being subjected to the menace of such 
an arrangem ent. 
It would amount to granting a righ t or 
franchise to the saloonm au worth thousands of dollars, and 
en tirely independent of any particular place of business. 
In 
years to coine the valu e of the license privilege m ight far ex­ 
ceed the value of a n y saloon realty in the city. 
H e could 
sell the license, which cost him nothing, for a handsome 
sum , and would doubtless consider h im self exempt from the 
paym ent of taxes ou such property. 
It is not proposed to 
m ake up the deficit of one-third in the revenue from this 
source by an increase iu the saloon license tax. 
T h e defi­ 
ciency would have to be made up, we presume, by raisin g the 
assessm ent roll or the tax rate, for the benefit of the license 
lords so created by the grace of the trustees. 
T he proposed 
ordinace provides that wholesale dealers and grocers selling 
liq uo r in quantities of one pint or over, shall pay a license 
of $2 0 per quarter— the present license is $7.50 and $ 10 per 
quarter. 
The new ordinance is reported to have been con­ 
cocted from the outside. 
It was introduced by trustee B ar­ 
ton. 
It conies up for final action n ext 1 hursday, and it is 
w ell for all parties interested to be on their guard. T h e move 
is not likely to be favored by the trustees, if properly pre­ 


sente 1 before that body.

small, radiation must have been rapid 
enough to keep the mass at about the 
cold of outer space, and not until the 
atmosphere and water appeared could 
mechanical and chemical action have 
produced heat more rapidly than it 
passed away. 
The physical condition 
of the e a rth ’s interior is now known 
from the vibrations that pass through 
it. The earthquake waves recorded by 
instrum ents are of two kinds—the or­ 
dinary kind passing 
through 
solid, 
liquid or gas, while the transverse 
waves cannot be transmitted by liquid 
or gas, but travel in a straight line 
through the earth. 
These waves are 
suddenly accelerated when they des­ 
cend 
below 30 miles, indicating 
a 
nucleus twice as dense as steel. 
The 
earth’s heat increases downward to a 
limited depth, chemical action probab­ 
ly does not go below 6 miles, and heat­ 
ing from radium and other causes pro­ 
bably ceases at about the lim it of 
water percolation—perhaps a depth of 
30 miles. 
The lava of volcanoes is due 
to local causes—not reaching below 10 
or 12 miles. 
t Molybdenum or its oxide is now com­ 
bined with a material of great electric 
conductivity to form an improved arc- 
lamp electrode. With an electrode of 
10 per cent of metallic molybdenum 
and 9 of metallic iron, a white arc of 
great volume and brilliancy is pro­ 
duced. 
The new general map of the mo<W 
on which Goodacre has been at work 7 
years is based on determinations of 
1433 points, and is much more exact 
than Schmidt’s map. 
Flies in dwellings have acquired ill 
repute as carriers of disease, though 
little is known of the extent of the 
harm they do. 
Dr. Robertson, health 
officer of Birmingham, Eng., reports 
that the local investigation has in­ 
dicated a close connection 
between 
flies and epidemic summer diarrhoea, 
and it is supposed that the flies spread 
infection by means of germs taken 
up from the decomposing garbage and 
other filth on which they live. 
The 
flies of towns are of several kinds. 
Of those actually caught in B irm ing­ 
ham for indentifieation, the common 
house-fly numbered 22,360 specimens, 
or 91 per cent of the whole; lesser 
house-fly 1,154, or 4.7 per cent; blue­ 
bottle fly, 840, or 3.4 per cen t; special 
fly, 190; greenbottle fly, 12; bright 
blue fly, 8; stomoxys calcitrans fly 3; 
others, 5—the total of the five last- 
named varieties equaling 0.9 per cent. 
The eggs of the common house fly— 
chiefly deposited in horse manure and 
house refuse—were found to hatch in 
8 to 24 hours after being laid. 
It was 
shown th a t food attracted flies, and 
that a greater number entered houses 
on a wet day following a warm period, 
evidently seeking protection from rain. 
Search for a new gas that shall be 
very light and very cheap has been 
stimulated in Germany by the progress 
made with airships. 
Hrydogen, the 
lightest of all gases, is very expensive 
and, the much cheaper coal gas is com­ 
paratively heavy. 
An 
interm ediate 
product is now claimed to give great 
promise. 
It results from passing coal 
gas through a long tube kept very hot 
the separation of carbon from the hy 
drocarbons raising the percentage of 
hydrogen, to 80, while the character 
jstic odor is destroyed, and the ben­ 
zine—so dam aging to balloon varnish— 
is removed.

by a tuning fork, gives a time record. 
An electrom agnet base or socket has 
been provided for the 
incandescent 
lamp. 
It can be attached instantly to 
any iron or steel body, and is held firm­ 
ly at any angle while being used, yet 
when desired can be removed by a 
slight pull and moved to a new place.

KIRKWOODS 


E. S. Pitois and his san retimed 
from a vacation of three weeks in the 
mountains on Tuesday last. 
He spent

Camping parties are numerous in the 
mountains this year, most at Kirk­ 
woods. 
There are very few at Silver 
lake on nocount of the. lack of accom- 
mo latmns. From 50 to 100 persons 
w e r e camping at Kirkwoods when he 
left. 
F’ishing is excellent both at Silver 
lake and Capíes lake. The fish are of 
good size, rarely less than 8 inches 
long. 
The season has been an unusually 
dry one, and brooks and small streams 
that usually run nil the year, were 
dry. Thousands of young fish have 
perished from this cause. 
McKinney 
and his partner have worked hard in 
transplanting the small fry from the 
shallow pools in the streamlets to the 
lakes, thereby saving many thousands. 
The postoffice at Kirkwoods has not

Further p a rtic u la rs of the fire w hich 
swept over 
a large tract of W . 
F. 
D elert's land in the neighborhood of 
Copper Hill m ine, and which resu lted 
in the death o f George Bonnefoy, 
the 
foreman of th e mine, from fatal b u r n ­ 
ing, tend to 
correct some erroneous 
ideas which hav e been en tertain ed in 
regard to th e calamity. 
It a p p e a rs 
there was no backfiring, so th a t the 
victim was n o t caught between tw o 
fires, as has been generally supposed. 
It is believed th a t with the exertion o f 
fighting the fire w ith the others, 
and 
when the m ain object of sav in g the 
buildings w a s attained, he 
rep aired 
to the shade o f a tree, and sat dow n to 
rest. 
This w a s the last seen o f 
him 
until he w as found in the fire-sw ep t 
zone unconscious and terribly burned. 
He was found, h jwever, some d istan ce 
from the sh ade tree under w hich he 
had rested. 
I t is thought th a t a f t e r 
resting, 
he s ta rte d homeward, 
o r to 
join his com panions. 
A charred lo g in 
the line of h is track s is believed to 
have played a p a rt in the d is a ste r 
It is thought h e stumbled over th is log 
while it w as b urn in g, and received a 
portion, if n o t all, of his in ju ries. 
T hat death re s u lte d from injury to the 
vital organs th ro u g h inhaling the flame 
was conclusively proven, but w h e th e r 
this b re ath in g of flame occurred 
in 
fighting the fire, or a t the tim e he 
fell over the b u rn in g log is u n ce rta in . 
He had two tra in e d nurses a tte n d in g 
him and e v e ry th in g th a t medical skill 
and careful n u rs in g could do was done 
to save him. 
The fatal term in atio n 
was indicated to his nurses w hen the 
membraneous lining of the lungs w as 
expectorated.

ago would h ave been suicidal to p o liti­ 
cal ambitions o f any man in republican 
ranks in T exas. 
T h at the enunciation 
w as cheered h e a rtily and comm ended 
enthusiastically by the delegates a t th e 
Dallas Convention shows the ch ang e 
w rought in T e x a s in the p ast 
few 
years. 
The cry of th e republicans from now 
on will be th a t the party is tr u ly a 
w hite m an’s p a rty . 
Every citizen o f 
Texas will be in v ite d in w ith the 
a s ­ 
surance th a t th e support of the re p u b ­ 
lican candidates w ill not mean the e n ­ 
couragem ent o f negro domination or 
have the least e ffect on the race q u e s ­ 
tion. 
In Judge T e rre ll's address these are 
most characteristic expressions: 
“ Texas is co m ing into its ow n; no 
longer dom inated by an alien race, b u t 
controlled by w h ite men for 
w h ite 
men. 
“ The rep ub lican 
party 
has 
n o t 
ceased to ask justice for the n e g ro 
race, and will see th a t he gets it. 
“ However, th e reins of g ov ernm enf 
m ust and will re m a in in the hands ot 
the white race. ” 
This declaration leaves the n e g ro e s 
w ithout a p a rty in Texas. 
They a re 
invited to affiliate w ith the rep ub lican 
party, g u a ra n te e d justice 
and 
fa ir 
treatm ent, b u t a re told frankly 
and 
plainly th a t th e p a rty has 
cut loose 
from tnem as f a r as they are a d o m i­ 
n ating political infleunce. ' 


The step w as su gg ested because i t is 
desired to d ra w into the p a rty th e 
thousands of f a r m e r s and others fro m 
the Central S ta te s who have se ttle d in 
Texas within th e 
past three y ears. 
N early all of 
th ese are republicans. 
There are but 10,000 qualified 
n e g ro 
votes in Texas. 
Should the party loose 
a good 
p recen tag e of 
this v o te it 
would 
be m o re than offset by 
th e 
g re a t number o f new comers who will 
affiliate w ith a w h ite m an ’s party. 
A t the convention a t Dallas th e re 
were but six n e g ro delegates. 
T h e se 
were accorded s e a ts on the convention 
! floor a t the r e a r o f the hall and to o k 
no part in the proceedings beyond r e ­ 
gistering their votes.
